Augusta, Me., January 5.—Frederick 
Plaisted. of this city, today was in- 
augurated governor of Maine.

Stockbridge,” he said. “The night be- 
fore we got out I had taken a dose of 
sulphur for my blood, and the wet and 
cold made it go back on me. I got 
mighty sick, and had the rheumatism. 
My bones got soft, and I couldn't go 
any farther. I stopped in a negro 
house because I had to.”’ 

Mr. Mitchell had asked him why he 
did not go to the house of a white 
man. 

“That would have been a 0obright 
idea,” said Sutton. “Go where they 
read the papers all the time and know 
alj about you. I ‘would have been 
caught at once. You would never 
have gotten me, anyway, if I had not 
been taken sick ang had to stop. My 
sister was to have sent me some money 
to Stockbridge from Atlanta, and it 
O.sht to get there Friday.® If that 
had come sooner I might have gotten 
away anyhow.” 

He turned to ask if his sister had 
been to the jail since he had been 
gone. No one answered and he turned 
to Mrs. J. T. Smith. 

“You tell me, won't you?” he asked 
of her. 

She replied in the negative. 

As soon as all the preliminaries were 

Mmpleted and he had been searched, 
sitton was taken into the inner jail, 

here he was forceq to take off 

10x’s clothes, which he had been 
wearing, and put on the same kind of 
overalls and blue shirt that the others 
have donned. The gate clanged a 
second time on him, and the quintet of 
prisoners that during the mast three 
days have been the center@or interest 
in-the city, was again complete. 
Quintet Now Captured. 

With the capture of Sutton is com- 
pleted one of the most exciting stories 
to which the public has been treated 
in a long time. The news that five 
prisoners had escaped from the Tower 
Monday night was receiveqd by many 
with incredulity, because of the 
strength of the Bastille of Fulton 
county, and the story of the evacua- 
tion as first told in The Constitution 
Was read eagerly Dy all. 

Brooman, Knox and‘ Langdon were 
the first of the five to be retaken. 
They were captured in Bremen by W. 
Oscar Bullard, chief of police at. that 
place and brother of G. C. Bullard, a 
member of the Atlanta force. Mr. 
Bullard saw the men early; Tuesday 
morning, and not five minutes later 
received The Constitution with the 
first story of the escape and the 
picture of the men, by which he 
identified and captured therm. 

John Withrow, the condemned wife 
murderer of Fanhin county, was the 
next man to be taken, and two citizens 
iiving at Wesley Chapel, 15 miles from 
Atlanta, caught him when he came to 
their house for food and shelter. The 
capture of Sutton completes the roll 
call of the men that est#bed. 

Since returning all of t¥?@ men have 
told various stories of how they got 
out, but the statement of Withrow,

Withrow’s Story. 

‘Following is the story of Withrow: 

“The tock that bolts the lever of the 
cells in our cage was left up, and in 
that way we could get out into the 
corridor. It was not done purposely, 
but I think was accidentally left up 
by Jailer Knight when he was in here 
that afternoon. He thought that he 
put the jock back on, but did not. The 
saws were given to Langdon by three 
soldiers that were in here Monday 
afternoon. ‘they used to be in the 
same company with Langdon and 
wanted to help their old pal. 

“With the saws and the door up it 
Was easy to get out through the win- 
dow. It took us only about ten min- 
utes to saw through the bar. After 
we got sawed we found that we 
could not lift it up far enough or all 
of us to get out, so Brooman, being 
the lightest, went down the blanket 
rope that we had made, and sent up 
the scantling that was found in the 
corridor next day, then we prized up 
the bar with that. Sutton was second 
man down, I was next, then Langdon 
and then Knox. 

“We separated 


au 


when we got down on 
the ground, Knox, Langdon and Broo- 
man going together and me and Sut- 
ton. Both parties had monevy.’’ 

After they had separated both par- 
ties met with some of thesbitterest 
weather of the winter, wet anq cold 
and suffered the greatest privation 
and hardship. The first three stuck 
together, catching a freight train out 
of Inman yards Tuesday morning 
eariy and getting off at Bremen when 
they found that they had to have food. 
They were captured there. 

Withrow and Sutton stayed together 
only a few hours, separating, accord- 
ing to Withrow, because he wanted to 
gz0 back, saying that there was no 
chance for them to get away. which 
made Sutton call him a d fool. 
Withrow was forced by hunger and 
cold to seek shelter, and when captur- 
ed made no resistance and said he was 


glad to go back. Sutton had the worst! 


trip of all of them, being taken il) and 
suffering greatly from rheumatism. 

So ends the story of the first escape 
from the Tower in three years, Dutch 
Earton and George Harper having 
been tne last men to evade the vigil- 
ance of the Keepers. Both of them 
were retaken, and all five of thos@ 
succeeding in escaping Monday night 
have been recaptured, the last one 
within three days after they had got- 
ten out.

INILER KNIGHT 


Knox, of Hold-Up Fame, | 


Uses Iron Pipe. 


In solitary confinement, A. R. Knox. 
the most desperate of the five pris- 
oners who Monday night escaped from 
the Tower, and who was recaptured 
Tuesday morning in Bremen, has been 
Placed in the condemned cell of the 
jail and allowed to see no one, be- 
cause of his murderous attack on Jail- 
er Walter Knight Thursday morning 
about 7 o’clock. 

Langdon and Brooman, who were re- 
taken with Knox, are now confined in 
the dungeon because of attempted as- 
Sistance to their confederate. Knox 
would have been put in the dungeon 
had he not been so weak from the loss 
of blood in the fight, and it is likely 
that he will be transferred there in a 
few days. 

The attack Knox made on the jailer 
bears out, his reputation of being the 
most dangerous of the men now con- 
fined in the Tower. For the past two 
days he has been sullen because of 
confinement in ‘his cell apart from 
Langdon and Brooman, and Thursday 
morning his unreasoning anger 
reached its height in his attack on 
the jaller. 

Threw Cold Water on Him. 

The men are usually taken out of 
their cells about 7 o'clock to get fresh 
air and exercise and to allow the trus- 
ties to clean up the cells. When Mr. 
Knight opened the door of Knox's cell 
Thursday he was met by a bucket of 
cold water from the hands of the pris- 


oner, who cursed the jailer bitterly. 
Mr. Knight remonstrated with him and 
told him that if such conduct were 
continued it would be necessary for 
hfm to be locked in the dungeon. 

Knox continued to curse, and threat- 
ened the guard with a dangerous piece 
of iron pipe that he had, six feet in 
length and about an inch and a quar- 
ter in diameter, a very effective 
weapon. In addition to this, he used 
this pipe as a lever and tore out the 
water pipe in his cell, flooding the 
floor and furnishing another means of 
offense. The jailer saw that it was 
useless to argue longer with the man, 
and that he would have to take force- 
ful steps at once to control him. 

Accordingly he walked into the cell, 
and was met by Knox with the pipe. 
The blow did not land, ind Mr. Knight 
held up his left hand holding his 
billy, and reached aroind to strike 
Knox in the stomach wit, the padlock. 
The prisoner had evidently not looked 
for this, and he became much quleter 
at once. He came out of his cell and 
proceeded down the corridor toward 
the dunPeon. 

Blow Quieted Knox. 


When half-way down the hall he 
turned on Mr. Knight again. The 
jailer feinted with his left hand, which 
held hig billy, and at the same time| 
dealt the prisoner a “side swipe” on 
the head with his revolver, the 
man gave no trouble, 

The blood that he had lost in the 
fight caused Jailer Knight to deem it 
advisable to put him in the condemned 
cell, where it is warm, and he tis now 
confined there, apart from his pals, 
end seeing no one. 

During the fight Brooman and Lang- 
don, who are in the same cage on the 
fourth floor, but in different cells, en- 
couraged their companion with cries 
and advice, telling him to ‘Kill him, 
Knox.” If they had not been securely 
locked in, they would have aided him 
personally, and the fight would have 
had a more serious result. Wardens 
Stanley and Robinson came to the as- 
sistance of Mr. Knight as soon as they 
could reach him.

TO WIPE OUT 3,000 NEATH CENTERS. 


One of the most practical recommendations of the inaugural 
. ,* . . —— 
address of Mayor Winn was directed at lowering the excessive 


death rate which unjustly afflicts Atlanta. 
The revelation in yesterday’s Constitution of the conflict of 


laws which abets the continuance of 3,000 surface closets within a 


mile and a half of the center of Atlanta affords the mayor and coun- 
cil an ideal opportunity to inaugurate the task at one of its most 


} formidable sources. 


More than a year ago The Constitution exposed the condition 
whereby thousands of earth closets in the core of city blocks other- 
wise provided with sanitary facilities menaced life and health in 


every ward in Atlanta. 

Now comes the further revelation of the momentary helpless- 
ness of the city by reason of conflicting and archaic laws. 

A city ordinance long in force prohibits the running of water 
pipes by the city through alleys. Another law, originally enacted to 
prevent the creation of congested and tortuous side streets, pro- 
hibits the creation of any street of less width than fifty feet. 

So that while, speaking legally, the many alleys that harbor 
earth-closets in the heart of the city are not streets, the fact that 
property owners have proceeded to erect numberless buildings along 
their length made them streets to all practical intents and purposes ; 
and, incidentally, gives rise to the hideous system of earth-closets 
in the heart of the town which the authorities, apparently, are 
estopped by law from reaching. 

As Mayor Winn said when apprised of the situation: ‘“Some- 
thing must be done.” 

Not only that, but the remedy must be found with the least 
possible delay. 

Each one of these 3,000 earth-closets, set. down in the most 
thickly populated portions of the city, is a breeder of death and 
disease. The most careful enforcement of regulations by the sanitary 
department can only lessen, not remove, the danger. 

The earth-closet on a blind alley is a menace, not only to the 
residents on the immediate premises, but no less to neighboring 
residents, who may themselves live in houses provided with the lat- 
est improved sanitary facilities. 

The toll of life and health taken by this condition has already 
been established. 

The nature of the remedy is well understood. 

The thing to do now is to apply the remedy, and there should 
be sufficient resourcefulness in council to find the necessary ways 
and means without loss of time.

and are held responsible to council for their acts and doings. Why 
should any so-called action of the park board be held up for the scorn 
and ridicule of the public because their views do not coincide with the 
views of others? Much has been said about allowing the genera! 
manager to select his assistants, but suppose a majority differ with 
him as to who should be selected, and vote for competent men, should 
the majority be held up to the public as peanut politicians, seeking to 
control patronage?

Inadvertently or otherwise, Mr. Cochran's conception of the 
powers and functions of a city board are diametrically opposed to 
what, in the interests-of proper administration, they should be. 

Inevitably, by Mr. Cochran’s theory, the board of directors of a 
bank should elect every employee in the bank, regardless of the 
say-so of the bank’s executive officers, who are paid to look after 
the institution’s administration, and held responsible therefor. 


Or, by another parallel, he would have the directors of a rail-| 


road elect the engineers, firemen, conductors and train-hands. re- 
gardless of the traffic officials “on the job” all the time, whose spe- 


cialty 1s assumed to be managing the practical details of their de- 


partments. 
_ The duties of a city board lie in electing a general manager who 
is competent and then holding him responsible. 

If he is not capable of selecting competent subordinates. he is 
not qualified for his position, and should be displaced by another 
manager. 


| But if this board, or any other, is to elect the head of a depart- | 
ment, veto his selection of the subordinates through whom he must 


work, name subordinates over his protest and then hold him 
sible for results, every principle of administration is nullified.

public, I desire to make a few obser- 
vations and say a few words in de- 
fense of the so-called anti-Carey fac- 
tion. As to the causes which led up 
to the opposition to the re-election of 
Mr. Carey, I shall not enter into any 
discussion. He has been re-elected, 
and he will receive -the hearty support 
of every member of the commission. 
It has been insinuated that the park 
board has done nothing but “row” 
during the last year. This is not true. 
The park board, last year, under the 
able supervision of its president, the 
Hon. George F. Eubanks, and Mr. Ca- 
rey, did splendid work with the pitiful 
appropriation apportioned by council. 
Besides the ordinary work of opening 
drives, setting out flowers and shrubs, 
it maintained eight playgrounds, which 
were attended by thousands of chil- 
dren during the hot summer months. 
Many improvements were made in all 
the parks, and especially Piedmont 
park. In that park the old buildings 
were sold and removed, a new public 
comfort building is in course of con- 
struction, and the work of beautifying 
that park goes steadily on. The mem- 
bers of this board have been the sub- 
ject of much severe criticism because 
they voted for men over the recom- 
mendation of the general manager 

When was the right of any man to 
vote for whom he pleased abolished_in 
this country? Every member of any 
board in the city government is under 
oath to vote for what men and meas- 
ures he believes to be right, regardless 
of whether it is approved by the head 
of a department, or the new’spapers. 
Since when was a board member sup- 
posed to take orders from the head of a 
department or a newspaper? They are 
elected by council and are held respon- 
sible to council for their acts and do- 
ings. Why should any so-called faction 
of the park board be held up to the 
scorn and ridicule of the public be- 
cause their views do not coincide with 
the views of others? Much has been 
said about allowing the general man- 
ager to select his assistants, but sup- 
pose a majority differs with him as 
to who should be selected, and votes 
for competent men, should the ma- 
jority be held up to the public as pea- 
nut politicians, seeking to control pat- 
ronage? 

I have always maintdined that a 
peanut politiclan was a man on the 
opposite side from the other fellow. 
The man who is with you is the patri- 
otic, good citizen.

The  vartous 
board members give their services free, 
and I cannot see why a kinsman of a 
board member should be denied the 
right to rum and be elected to office 
under the board. There is no law or 
statute against it. At every meeting 
of the city council hot debates and 
close votes are recorded. Should the 
council be abolished? Does the city’s 
interest suffer because council is not 
always harmonious? It has been in- 
sinuated that the present park board’ 
is composed of a lot of incompetents. 
This is false in every particular. Some 
of the members of this board are con- 
sidered wealthy, some aré not. The 
fact that some of the members are not 
wealthy is no good reason why they 
are incompetent, and the right to hold 
in ee age to them.

HOT SATISFACTORI 


Complaint Is Made Against 
Contractors, Who Make 
An Answer. 


Stating that the heating apparatus 
installed in the eight city schoo] has 
proven unsatisfactory, Mayor Court- 
land 8. Winn has refused to sign any 
morecheckstothe respective contract- 
ors until the matter has been prop- 
erly adjusted by them. Mr. Winn has 
notified the contractors to meet with 
Martin Lide, the heating expert re- 
tained by the city; Superintendent 
William M. Slaton and President Eu- 
gene M. Mitchell this morning at 190 
o'clock in the city hall, where the en- 
tire matter will be threshed out, 

When the contracts for the heating 
plants were let, it was with the un- 
derstanding that the plants were to 
ba ready for operation by November 
1. Many of the plants were not ready 
for operation until several 
after that time, and, in fact, have 
given great trouble down to the pres- 
ent date. . Friday morning the 
children were dismissed from the Cal- 
houn street, the Frazier street and the 
Ira street schools because the new 
heating apparatus would ‘not work 
properly. 

Near the conclusion of the 
Assistant Superintendent L.

Lide, the heating expert, is to blame 
for the faulty heating of the schools. 
Mr. Lide’s plans and specifications

At yesterday afternoon's session Coun- 


Steve R. Johnston introduced 
an ordinance which stated: 

‘Be it ordained by the mayor and 
general council that from and after 
July 1, 1911, any owner, agent, lessee 
or manager of any building, locomo- 
tive or other structure, who shall « .use 
or permit dense smoke or smoke con- 
taining soot or other substance to be 
emitted from such building, fdaetory, 
locomotive or other structure for ‘a 
longer time than two minutes at a 
time. shall be deemed guilty of main- 
taining a public nuisance, and, after 
said date the causing or permitting 
such smoke is hereby declared a pub- 
lic nuisance.” 

And the section excepts dwelling 
houses and locomotives used solely for 
drawing trains into and out of the city. 

Still another section allows the use 
of a smoke consumer recommended by 
the building inspector. 

The ordinance was referred to the 
following special committee: Council- 
men Johnston, Warnock and Guess. 

Councilman Johnston says that he 
intends t@ carry on the fight until 
something is done to relieve the city 
of smoke. A law against the smoke 
by council some time ago 
was repealed.
